Invariably it 
has been acquired by painstaking 
application. At the New York In­ 
stitute for the Education of the 
Blind, children from three to 21 
years of age learn to capture second 
sight through their sense of touch. 
As shown in these copyrighted pho­ 
tographs from the April issue of 
Science Illustrated Magazine, so ex­ 
pert do they become that by run­ 
ning sensitive fingers over the roost­ 
ers. goats and camels at the zoo 
they engrave the images of the ani­ 
mals on their minds. Returning to 
school, they make clay images re­ 
markably similar to the actual 
animals. 
In addition to the special training 
they require, these blind children re­ 
ceive the best possible academic and 
vocational training in preparation 
for* college or business careers. 
Blind workers are at their best in 
the photographic darkroom, in the 
operation of semi-automatic ma­ 
chinery and in a host of other in­ 
dustrial operations where “sight is 
a distraction rather than a service."

COLUMBUS, April 17— Most of 
th e 246 million dollars Ohio plans 
to pay her w a r veteran* will be 
put to work earning $6,200 a day 
until tim e to w rite the long-awaited 
bonus checks.

The bonds are to be delivered to 
the National CJty Bank of New 
York, head of a syndicate m arket­ 
ing them , n ext Wednesday.

He said 36 million dollars will be 
put in bills m aturing a t the rate 
of nine million a week during May 
and 150 million in bills maturing 
July 22.
